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The Eeeese rene 1984 data file has 
been acquired from Elections Canada (formerly 
the Chief Electoral Office). This file provides 
poll by poll results from the September 1984 
federal election. Data files for the federal elec- 
tions in 1972, 1974, 1979 and 1980 are also 
available. 


. cords Scheduling 
‘ogram © 


For several years the Public Archives of 
Canada (PAC) has depended, in large part, 
upon the scheduling function for the identifica- 
tion, appraisal, acquisition and preservation of 
historically valuable recorded information 
generated by federal government departments 
and agencies. Schedules are documents prepared 
by the records managers of federal agencies that 
describe the length of time groupings of related 
records are to be kept by an agency for opera- 
tional purposes and the length of time they are 
to be kept by the Public Archives as dormant 
records in regional records centres. In order for 
archivists to appraise records for their archival 
value, agencies are required to submit these 
schedules to the Dominion Archivist for 
approval, at which time archivists are provided 
with an opportunity to indicate which records 
must be transferred to the Archives Branch of 
the PAC at the end of the retention periods indi- 
cated in the schedules. 

The scheduling function has depended upon 
the establishment of a well designed records 
management function in each government 
agency. Recently, the strength of this function 
was reinforced by the passage of Access to Infor- 
mation and Privacy legislation and the issuance 
of a government-wide Treasury Board policy on 
records management. Although the scheduling 
function has worked reasonably well for hard- 
copy or textual records, it has not enhanced to 
any great extent information recorded in other 
forms or information maintained by organiza- 
tional areas that were traditionally separate 
from the records management function. Machine 
readable data managed in computerized systems 
were rarely accounted for by the records 
management areas of most agencies. Although 
attempts to identify machine readable records 
held by government agencies were made in the 
seventies, it was not until the creation of the 
EDP Information Systems Section in the 
Machine Readable Archives (MRA) that a sys- 
tematic program to identify, describe and 


schedule data managed in computerized systems 
was developed. Recognizing the fact that indi- 
viduals from several areas within an agency 
must be involved in the identification and sched- 
uling of EDP records, a project team approach 
has been recommended. In addition to PAC rep- 
resentatives, a project team should be composed 
of the information systems representative, the 
records managers, the Access to Information 
and Privacy Coordinator, and those others who 
may be directly involved with the use of the 
data. The project team approach was tested in 
three pilot projects undertaken over the past 
year. The procedures for describing the data 
managed by automated systems (system over- 
view) were tested and the results of the pilot 
projects were encouraging. Over the next few 
years it is hoped that those procedures will be 
used in all federal agencies. 


Schedules for EDP Records: 
The System Overview Approach 


The development of a schedule is based on 
the preparation of “system overviews.” An over- 
view is designed to provide a generic picture of 
the information content of the data managed by 
the system and a large scale map of the major 
stages through which data flow as they are pro- 
cessed by the system. As a result, agencies are 
not required to prepare exhaustive descriptions 
of all of their tape and disk holdings. The inten- 
tion is to identify the computerized applications 
supported by the agency and, based on a top- 
down approach, to describe the key components 
that can benefit from the services offered by the 
Public Archives. 

Many systems are designed to support only 
one function or application (e.g., a one-time 
survey, issuance of labels, etc.). Others may 
support multiple applications, each designed to 
perform a unique function often based on a 
common pool of data (e.g., a personnel applica- 
tion and a financial application supported by 
a common database of integrated personnel and 
financial data). As a result, a system overview 
may comprise one or several application 
descriptions. 

The elements of the system overview, other 
than the administrative details such as name of 
the institution and organization unit, are as 
follows: 


System Title: A descriptive, meaningful title of 
the automated system. 


Application Title: A description of the name of 
each application supported by the system (a 
system may support one or, in the case of data- 
bases, multiple applications). 


Purpose: A description of the purpose of the 
application, particularly in terms of the func- 
tion or related functions it is designed to 
perform. 


Information Content: A summary of the infor- 
mation content of the data processed by the 
application. 


Inputs/Processes/Outputs: An overview of the 
major stages through which data are processed 
by the application. This description is not 
restricted to the initial inputs and final outputs. 
It is based on a system or data flow chart to pro- 
vide a narrative or “story” of how data are pro- 
cessed by the system. The frequency with which 
certain steps are performed is also indicated. 


Documentation/Cross References: A description 
of all the key documents (and their location) that 
describe the specifications, procedures, codes 
and other supporting information related to the 
application. 


Software Environment: A generic reference to 
the software that is used to manage the data 
within the application. 


Hardware Environment: A description of the 
hardware used to support the application. 


System Milestones: A summary of the major 
events that have affected the design of the sys- 
tem (production year, years in which major sys- 
tem conversions and changes in record formats 
occurred, etc.). 


User and Technical Contacts: Names, positions 
and titles of the major users and individuals 
responsible for the technical aspects of the 
application. 


Subject File Cross Reference: A reference to the 
appropriate title and number within the agency 
subject file system to which the information pro- 
cessed by the application is indicated. The sub- 
ject file system is maintained by the agency's 
records manager. 


Class of Records Cross Reference: The name and 
registration number of the class of records to 
which the information managed by the applica- 
tion is related. This is a requirement of the new 
Access to Information legislation. 


Personal Information Bank/Class Cross 
Reference: The name and registration number 
of the Personal Information Bank (if applicable) 
to which the personal information managed by 
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the application is related. This is a requirement 
of the new Privacy Act. 


Statement of Retention and Disposal: The length 
of time that the information, regardless of the 
physical storage media, is required to be main- 
tained in accordance with the legislative or 
policy requirements (e.g., Privacy Act, Finan- 
cial Administration Act, government-wide 
policies and regulations, etc.) and in accordance 
with its operational usefulness to the agency. 


Retention and Disposal of Physical Recording 
Media: Identification of the key items (e.g., pro- 
cess files, input forms, etc.) associated with the 
administration of the system; and retention 
periods for each of these items based on the sys- 
tem specifications and consultation with records 
managers, users and PAC staff regarding the 
archival value of various items, the items that 
should be stored in federal records centres, and 
the confirmation that retention periods comply 
with legal or policy requirements. 


Link to Archival Appraisal 


The system overviews are of great benefit 
to the archivist in undertaking the appraisal of 
the records. The “purpose” statement places the 
system in the context of a program activity, thus 


providing the archivist with the organizational 
information required to establish the evidential 
value of the data. The “information content” 
description provides the archivist with an 
opportunity to appraise the informational value 
of the data. 

The “inputs/processes/outputs” informa- 
tion, by describing the steps through which the 
data flow as they are processed by the system 
application, provides the archivist with the map 
required to determine which form or forms of 
recorded information should be acquired. The 
“production dates” provide the archivist with 
an indication of the number of years of data that 
could be involved in a potential acquisition. The 
documentation/cross references” provide the 
archivist with a convenient finding aid to the 
documentation that is required not only for a 
detailed understanding of the data, but also to 
ensure the continued accessibility of those data 
that are designated as having archival value. 
The “software and hardware environment” 
description provides information concerning the 
technical requirements of the data, and the 
“system milestones” will provide details on the 
number of years of data plus important format 
changes. 

The “user and technical contacts” provide 
the archivist with the names of those individuals 
who have the expertise to advise on both the 
intellectual and technical aspects of the system 
and who would generally assist in the appraisal 
and acquisition process. 


The “subject file cross reference” provides 
the archivist with an opportunity to perform a 
comprehensive appraisal of all recorded infor- 
mation associated with the system. The “reten- 
tion and disposal” information as described in 
both the overview and in the related area of the 
subject file system provides the archivist with 
an indication of the length of time that various 
forms of recorded information associated with 
the system (e.g., correspondence, question- 
naires, transaction files, end-of-year history 
files) will be retained by the agency, and an 
opportunity, through the appraisal process, to 
preserve, beyond the end of their retention 
periods, those data appraised as having archival 
value. 

This approach is designed to ensure that all 
forms of recorded information are accounted for 
in one comprehensive descriptive and scheduling 
process. By accounting for all recorded informa- 
tion associated with a given system, archivists 
need not be concerned that they are viewing 
only one slice of the system. As a result, all 
recorded information — both hardcopy and 
computerized — can be viewed in their proper 
context within a given system.
